The Complete Apple 
Spreadsheeter 

by Roger E. Clark and Patricia 
Johnson Swersey. Published by 
Prentice-Hall, Inc., Englewood 
Cliffs, NJ 1986. 

This book features the 
spreadsheet programs VisiCalc, 
Multiplan and SuperCalc. 

The body of the text is 
based on the features found 
primarily in VisiCalc, with notes 
on how to implement the 
practical projects developed 
within the Multiplan ana 
SuperCalc environments. I know 
from the large number of 
requests received during the year 
that this book could be a useful 
tool for Apple Owners who use 
any of the above mentioned 
spreadsheets. 


There are 21 major 
chapters in the book, each one 
developing a practical project of a 
business nature. There is an 
interesting project 

involving spreadsheets and their 
trigonometric functions for 
SOLVING TRIANGLES - take 
note all the high school teachers 
out there - and a Household 
expense register to find out 
where all the money goes. 

There are also five utility 
projects - namely a Schedule 
forecaster, Metnc/English 
measure conversion. Tax tables. 
Invoice system and Interest 
Calculator. 


The appendices are useful 
giving Spreadsheet command 
comparisons between the 
featured programs; also the

This should assist readers who 
do not possess the featured 
programs the opportunity to 
modify or adapt the projects to 
their favorite spreadsheet 
program.

Further comment 
on....APPLE II 
Unidisk 3.5 

In April this year I purchased a 
Unidisk 3.5 drive. I use 
Appleworks in my every day 
work and this program needs a 
minimum of three disk sides to 
operate. The ability to have all 
three Appleworks disks on one 
and still have lots of room to 
spare, is a great benefit in 
business. 

At the time of purchase the 
"Unidisk 3.5 System Utilities 
Disk" and "System Utilities 
Handbook" (part no: A2D055Z) 
was not sold with the 3.5. 1 rang 
Apple Australia, and they 
informed me that it was sold 
separately in this country and is 
available for $40.00. 


In my system I have the 3.5 
controlled card residing in slot 
no: 7 and should I boot with a 
systems disk in 3.5 it will start 
up automatically - or if I boot 
with a program disk in 5.25 this 
will also boot automatically. I 
find this very convenient, when 
the younger members of my 
family require to use their 5.25 
programs. 

I have further added CP/M Z80 
to my system. I 

purchased a MicroPro "Starcard" 
from Applix, Sydney $69.95. 
Together with their "Unidisk 3.5 
Support Program" $39.95. This 
allows me to run DBASE-II with 
plus of 600k space available on 
the one disk. I also have 
Wordstar on one of my 3.5 
disks, but I don't think I will 
ever fill it! 


My next purchase will be the 
Cirtech Program for the 3.5, 
"Uni-Mate and Dos 3.3" this is 
fully compatible with all 
Applesoft Programs, with 
normal Dos commands 
(including 'INIT and 'boot' 
direct form the 3.3) so I can 
transfer my many Dos programs. 

Our local Apple dealer has the 
Quark "Catalyst" Program (sold 
mainly for the lie 10MB system) 
set up with the 3.5 and this 
enables programs to be run direct 
from the menu. 

Finally are there any Appleworks 
Devotees out there? This being 
my first contribution maybe 
someone else can write a little 
about one of the BEST 
PROGRAMS AVAILABLE.
